of hesitation, had decided at 9 a. m. to capitulate to the de- 
mands of Great Britain and France and to the might of 
Reiciisfuehrer Adolf Hitler's Fascist armies. 


But grasping at straws in the liope_ some miracle 


might enable further resistance, the government delayed 
until a late hour this' afternoon before officially notifying 
the British and French ministers of its fateful decision. 


It was at exactly 5 p. in., eight full hours after the cab- 


inet had made its first decision, that Foreign .Minister 
Karuil Krofta called in Basil Xewtou and Victor Delacroix, 
British and French ministers, and handed them Czecho- 
slovakia ;s note formally accepting the German demands.

The order is 


no't just that In words, but it is, 
in fact. For thousands and thou- 
sands of homes have practically no 
books except those the children 
bring from school. 


As I go -about visiting schools; 


and as I read your many letters, I 
learn that hundreds of thousands 
of children in the elementary icrades 
are not allowed to take their school 
books home—not even, in some 
places, 
those the parents 
have 


bought. This practice of forbidding 
children to carry school books home 
is most prevalent, of course, where 
books are provided free by the 
school. 
The prohibition Js by law 


in a few states: in some other 
places, by decree of the board of 
education; in still others, by a local 
principal or teacher, on his own ac- 
cord. 


This practice is somewhat in har- 


mony with the modern trend of

20-year-old Pittsburgher, today bas- 
ed hope ef acquittal at his first de- 
gree murder trial, on an alibi that 
he was in Easton, Pa., with his 
mother when Highway Patrolman 
George Conn was killed last Septem- 
ber. 


Defense Attorney JCSM- George, in 


his opening statement i.o the jury 
of ten men and two women, declar- 
ed that Serino had never been in 
this county until he was extradited 
from Pittsburgh. 


The*story of Charles Ford, one of 


four men charged with the Conn 
slaying, that Serino shoe the patrol- 
man while the latter was question- 
Ing occupants of a parked car on 
a lonely road near Freeport. was 
characterized by George as "fantas- 
tic and ridiculous, the imagining of 
a diseased mind." 


Besides the alibi that he was in 


Eascon when Conn was killed, tho 
Serino defense sought to establish 
thai Ford's story at the extradition 
hearing in Harrisburp. PR., varies 
substantially from that outlined by 
trie prosecutor in his ope [ling state- 
ment, and that Con:n <vss killed by 
three men in a gray ca;: who had 
waited for him all afternoon near 
Freeport.
